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“TO EMPIRE VIA DENISHWAL” 


The appearance of Mr. Wilfred Scawen 
Blunt's ‘Secret History of the Occupation ot, 
Egypt” and the first anniversary of the Den- 
ishwai incident appear to have afforded 
further material-for a fresh tirade by those 
who are anxignus to prove, and would be 
prond if they could do so, that England’s 
administration of Egypt has been morally 
detrimental to hoth countries, and that we are 
oeeupying a country which it is our bounden 
ed to leave to its dwn devices. We do not 
refer to the Nationalist Press of headed 
by Mustapha Kamel, for i the ap- 
pearance of the English and French “Stan- 
dards” we have been gurfeited with “Denish- 
waj,” and gur worthy contemporary appears 

to delight in yain reiterations on that subject, 
A bas les Anglais is the Pasha’s motto, for

he realises that as long as we remain here, 
his power and influence in the country will 
be infinitesimal. He should also realise, how- 
ever, that under no circumstances could we 
grant a constitution to a country which would 
give himself and his colleagnes any power. 
So long as the national party chooses to be 
represented by an irrational press, they must 
be content to be considered as pseudo-patriots. 

We will refrain from again pointing out what 
immense benefits the greatest Pro-Consul of 
the era and his loyal supporters and assistants 
have bestowed upon the country, but we might 
remark that having put our hand tothe plough 
we are not going to turn back, until the task 
is completed. That Egypt is ready’ for self- 
government is contended by few, and Sse 
few are without exesption Anglophobes. 

In an article appearing in the “New Age,” 
which we reproduce.in another column, under 
the heading of “To Empire via Denishwai”, the 
writer endeavours to show that the British 
Administrators do not understand the tempera 
ment of the people they are governing. Such 
an accusation, however, is utterly confounded 
by the bond of friendship and genuine loyalty 
which exist throughout the vast British 
Empire. In every corner of the world mal- 
contents will be heard to give voice to imaginary 
grievances, and unfortunately there are always 
a few who take a pride in decrying their own 
nation, and to whom the word loyalty, the 
watchword of every healthy nation, has no 
meaning. 

“The Denishwai picnic”, says the writer of 
the article in question, “is diagnostic of the 
most serious imperial disease — complacent 
failure to understand.” Accepting for the 
moment the hypothesis that the British officers 
implicated in the affair had caused the outrage 
by a lack of understanding, we still fail. to see 
how such a conclusion can be drawn from the 
incident. Is the writer under the 
prehension that Egypt is governed by # mili 
tary administration? As we have remarked 
before, it is possible that the death of Captain 
Bull and the brutal ill-treatment of his fellow- 
officers might have been avoided had they 
stuck to their guns and made a forcible resist- 
ance to the first onslanght, byt this is very 
doubtfal and wonld most certainly have in- 
volved seriously wounding not a few of the 
natives and possibly inflicting a certain loss of 
life on the village It was amply evidenced at 
the trial that the villagers had pre-arranged an 
attack on the officers ; and that five men could 
have defended icensel va against such a mah 
is very, very doubtful, however’ hold a fase 
they might have offered. Reconciliation (for 
nothing) was the measure decided upon on the 
spur of the moment by the officer in command, 
and the result was as we know. It must 
be remembered, too, and this indeed, is the 
main point,’ that Lt.-Col. Pine-Coffin under- 
stood at the,moment of his arrival on the 
scene of the commencement of the attack, that 
Lt. Porter had accidentally shot the wounded 
woman, whereas she had ‘been shot by her 
fellow villagers at the moment when ‘they 
wrested the gun away from Lt. Porter, who 
had put his gun at “safety,” 

The real facts‘ of the case, however, are not 
regarded by those whom we criticise, it being 
their ambition to prove to the world that our 
administration of this country is unjust, bets 
they may rest assured that the distorted re- 
presentations of the incidents upon which they 
base their arguments are recognised by the 
large majority of those who take an interest 
in this quarter of the globe. Both the Govern- 
ment and the Opposition have expressed in the 
highest terms their recognition of the excel- 
lence of the Anglo-Egyptian admjnistration of 
the country, and the Seoretary fos Foreign 
Affairs isone of the strongest supporters of Lord 
Cromer’s policy. Were we to evacuate Egypt 
at the present moment we would incur the 
just blame of not only the majority of Egyp- 
tians, but also of the whole of Europe, whose 
interests we safeguard as well as those of the 
country and opr own.

It is considered probable that the meeting 
of the Legislative Council, which was arranged 
for August, will not be held that month on 
account of the absence on leave of the greater 
part of the Councillors, which does not leave 
asuficient number to form a quorum. The 
next meeting therefore will take place in the 
month vf October. 

British Consular Court. 

Judgment was given yesterday afternoon at 
the British Consular Court, Alexandria, in the 
case of Parker against Thomas Hinshelwood 
Limited in favour of the defendant. The sum 
of £11. 13s. 4d, which the defendant had 
admitted was due to plaintiff, was ordered to 
be paid to the latter, the sum having been 
paid into court by defendant. Both parties 
were ordered to pay their own costs. 

Abydos Antiquities. x 

Yesterday the Duchess of Connaught inaugu- 
rated the exhibition of Egyptian antiquities 
discovered at Abydos, Upper Egypt, by Pro. 
fessor Garstang and Mr. E. Harold Jones 
during the past winter. The exhibition is 
being held in the rooms of the Society of 
Antiquaries, Burlington-house, Piccadilly, W. 
The exhibition will be open untilthe 30th inst. 


Kassala Forests. 

In order to encourage agriculture and help 
the reclaiming of waste and forest lands, the 
authorities of the Province of Kassala have 
offered 600 feddans of forest land for free 
cultivation. 300 feddans have already been 
taken up by one of the leading citizens of 
Kassala. The conditions stipulated are that 
the tenant must clear at least 100 feddans each 
year and put it in a condition suitable for 
cultivation. The Government, on its part, 
agrees to grant him free use of the land for six 
years. No rents, or taxes of any sort will be 
collected. At the termination of the six years, 
the land will revert to the Government. 


The Marsasvirocco Reefs. 

About a year ago a Prince Liner from 
Alexandria went ashore on the Marsasci- 
rocco Reef at Malta, and last week the 
German steamer Wellgunde, with a cargo 
of wheat from Constantinople, struck during 
the night on the same spot. But for the 
Admiralty. Malta would be almost helpless’ 
in such emergencies, but the speedy and 
powerful naval dockyard ee were soon 
despatched by Rear-Admiral Fisher. when 
news of the disaster was brought by the 
chief officer of the Wellgunde to the Custom 
House, at six o’clock. The sea was very calm, 
but the night was very hazy. No one was 
injured. The vessel is being lightened, and 
is expected to get off soon. 

Egyptian Music Halls. 

According to the “Daily Chronicle” an 
extraordinary organisation has been discovered 
in Italy for the export of Neapolitan debutantes 
for Egyptign music halls. Our London con- 
temporary ~says:— “A big Sicilian secret 
agency for the white slave traffic, managed by 
the Mafia, and having its headquarters in the 
City of Catania, has been exposed by the police. 
Sixty arrests have been made. The agency has 
been in full working order for several years. 
Shiploads ot young Italian girls from the 
Southern provinces have been transported to 
Cairo and other towns of the Orient under 
cover of false passports. In appears that the 
traffic was greatly facilitated through the 
unlimited demand for Neapelitan débutantes 
for Egyptian music-halls.”

In view of 
the growing demand to enter the English side 
of the school the Egyptian Government pro- 
moted one of the English professors to the 
vacancy. There was no ground for the sug- 
gestion that the appointment was contrary to 
the spirit of the: Anglo-French agreement of 
1904, and there was no reason whatever for 
the reflection cast on Mr. Dunlop. (Reuter) 

“Al-Minbar” asserts that it has learnt from 
a reliable sourse that Mr. Dunlop’s resignation 
was received in Cairo by wire two days ago. 

On enquiry at the British Agency this 
morning we were informed that nothing is 
known there about the resignation of Mr. 
Dunlop, which appears to be an invention of 
the Nationalist Press. 

The “Egyptian Standard” seizes the oppor. 
tunity of the rumoured resignation of Mr. 
Dunlop, as given by our contemporary, to 
indulge in a series of reflections, of which the 
following is an extract : — This assertion does 
not surprise usin the least. We had foreseen 
it and foretold it. For, after an open blunder 
it is rare if a British official— even ifhe be paid 
by Egypt for services he never rendered her — 
remains long in the post he took no pains to 
cover with glory. : 

Naturally it will be stated that reasons of 
health dictated his resignation. May his 
health improve. Itis our earnest wish. But 
let it improve in England and not in Egypt. 

And once again, in the name of the whole 
Egyptian people and nation, we repeat the 
national claims: Let nobody replace Mr. 
Dunlop. 

The moment for the abolition ot the Edu- 
cational Advisership has arrived. It could not 
be more favourable. : 


SHIPPING IN EGYPT. 


According to the Statistical return of 
Navigation in the ports of Egypt issued by the 
Statistical Department of the Finance Ministry, 
during 1906 there were altogether 3,243 stea- 
mers, and 1,913 sailing vessels entered with a 
registered gross tonnage of 7,887,558 for. the 
former, and 231,147 for the latter. Of these 
ships Alexandria’s entries amount to 1,958 
and 884 respectively, Port Said 885 and 364, 
Suez 266 and 0, and other ports 136 and 
665. It will be seen from these figures that 
Alexandria receives considerably more than 
half the shipping of Egypt, the grand totals 
being as follows :—No. of vessels 5,156 with 
gross tonnage 8,118,705 and net tonnage 
5,006,194 ; of which Alexandria 2,842 vessels, 
grosstonnage 5,199,864, net tonnage, 3,242,278; 
Port Said 1,249 vessels, gross tonnage 
2,357,246, net tonnage 1,413,701 ; Suez 266 
vessels, gross tonnage 382,740, net tonnage 
225,326 ; and other ports 799 vessels, gross 
tonnage 178,855, net tonnage 124,889. 

Out of the grand total of 5,156 vessels 
1,648 (not for short of one-third, emanated 
from the British Empire, 791 of which number 
were from the British Isles. 718 steamers and 
1,566 sailing ‘vessels were registered from 
Turkey, France sent 213 steamers. and Italy 
203, while Austria-Hungary comes next with 
129 steamers and Russia with 122. There 
were only 39 vessels from Germany, 36 of 
which were entered at Alexandria. Classified 
by nationality (the above figures being accord. 
ing to the.countries of origin) the numbers of 
steamers were : — British 1,633 ; Greek 324 ; 
French 256 ; Austro-Hungarian 241 ; Italian 
227 ; Russian 156 ; German 111 ; Turkish 110; 
and Belgian 62. 

The vessels cleared from the ports of Egypt 
during 1906. were 3,231 steamers and 1,725 
sailing vessels, with a total gross tonnage of 
8,085,007 and net tonnage of 4,978,932. 
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VAGABONDS AND HASHISH. DENS:

So 
much has been said and written lately about 
ruffianly Berberins who parade the streets of 
the Capital, molesting pedestrians, that it is 
not surprising to learn that among these 30 
arresta twenty were Berberins. The special 
police also made a descent on two hashish- 
smoking dens in the Mousky, belonging to a 
Fresich subject, named -Murdo, and effected 
the arrest of two men, who were recently 
expelled from the country ; one is an Italian 
and the other a Greek.

THE KHEDIVE'S RAILWAY. 


MARIO OT DEVELOPMENT. 


‘ I : 

The railway; which the Khedive is building 
through the Mariout district, is a remarkable 
example of. his Highness’s enterprise and 
sagacity and deserves to rank as one of the 
mést noteworthy undertakings in the Egypt of 
to-day. It is not long since the country between 
Alexandria and the Tripolitan frontier was 
almost unknown. Few Europeans had ever 
traversed it, and the Bedouins of the Awlad 
Aly tribe, who dwelt there, were notorious for 
their lawlessness. A few years ago the Khe- 
dive’s attention as an agricalturist was drawn 
to this neglected part of Egypt, and his invest- 
ments in land there induced him to. study 
the means of locomotion. His Highness first 
constructed a road, which gave way to a lineof 
light railway, which subsequently was trans- 
formed to the existing normal gauge line, so 
familiar to excursionists: from Alexandria to 
Kingi Meriout, who go thither in the sprin 
to enjoy the wonderful wealth of flowers tha’ 
flovrish so luxuriantly after the rains of winter. 
The railway was begun seven years agoand 
has been carried on continually westward until 
at the present time railhead is now 174 kilo- 
metres.from the Alexandrian terminus of the 
line at Wardian. From the end of the line 
his Highness has constructed an excellent 
1oad as far as Mersa Matrouh, 287 kilometres 
from Alexandria. A road was originally made 
along the route now followed by thé line, but as 
the railway is pushed forward the former 
means of communication, being no longer 
necessary, is not kept in repair. ‘The system 
of construction is twofold. The normal gauge 
extends 105 kilometres from Wardian.At Taba- 
dul (Arabic “transhipment”,) between Al Amied 


and Sidi Abdul Rahman, the work of changing: 


from the narrow to the broad gauge is proceed- 
ing at the rate of 540 metres daily. The rail- 
head of the narrow gauge line is now at 13 
kilometres west of Dabbah, or 69 kilometres 
from Tabadul, and 113 kilometres remain to 
be laid before Mersa Matrouh is reached, At 
the present time the rails in hand amount to 
150 kilometres. of broad and 70 of narrow 
gauge. The railway will not stop at Mersa 
Matrouh but will go on to Sidi Berani and 
thence to the frontier at Solloum. At the 
present time from the terminus at Wardian 
‘to railhead a vast amount of work isin hand. 
At Wardian a new terminus is being built, 
which will cover twenty feddans. It is to be 
fitted with a restaurant and all the other 
appurtenances ofan up-to-date first class rail- 
way station. Next year the Khedive’s line 
will be brought into connection with the 
passenger traffic of the Egyptian Government 
Railway’s terminus at Alexandria by means 
of a line from Moueslah, the junction near 
Mex, to Bab-el-Ghedid station. There is now 
a connection for goods traffic between the two 
railway systems. A new stationis to be built 
at Moueslah junction in the course of this 
year in order to facilitate the connection and 
in January next it is hoped that the first 
through passenger train from Bab-el-Ghedid 
to El Amrieh will begin to rnn daily. A new 
iron bridge over the Mareotic Canal at Mex is 
nearly finished for the broad gauge trains. 
Its cost was £2,500. A large engine house has 
just been completed there. It is pot only 
on the Alexandrian side of the line that such 
progress is in evidence, but all along the 161 
kilometres of railway from Wardian to Debba 
the signs of development continue without a 
break. As soon as the causeway between Lake 
Mareotisand the Salt Lake has been passed, 
the line from the first three stations, Abd-el- 
Kader, Amrieh, and Kingi Mariout, has 
recently been endowe! with an expensive new 
German system of semaphores for signalling. 
Every ten kilometres along the- line well-built 
quarters havebeen erected for the gangers to live 
in. At each station there are separate platforms, 
for passengers and goods. The Khedive is not 
merely going to run a line through the district, 
but his Highness intends to run branches 
to suitable spots where there are prospects 
of developing the country. For example at 
Kingi Mariont a turn-table for engines has 
been put into position as there is tobe a branch 
line from that station,to the sea coast, as 
in time a seaside resort for. Alexandrians 
may come into being there. Further on at 


Gherbanyet station a new siding has just | 


been built for the transport of gypsum. His 


Highness owns about four hundred feddans of | 


gypsum-bearing land in the immediate: _neigh- 
bourhood. At Hammam a large condensing: 


station has only been finished a few days ago’ 


at a cost of £3,500. and a similar installation is: 
to be erected at Dabba. The water, although 
excellent for drinking purposes at Hammam.is 
so much impregnated with lime that con- 
densers are necessary if the boilers are not 
to be impaired. The progress of the line 
necessitates the sinking of wells, and a great 
number have been made by the Khedive. At 
Hawarieh a well has just been sunk 35 metres 
deep at the cost of £800. : 

It is not necessary to enter into any minute 
detail as'to the many other subsidiary works 
which such a gigantic andertaking entails. 
The line has already proved a success and 
fully justified his Highness’s foresight in open- 
ing up this hitherto neglected part of Egypt. 
Allalong the coast there are signs that once 
the country was populated and the remains of 
ancient cities are numerous, such as Taposiris 


and Saint. Menas, and others sites further to. 


the West. 

Through’ the Khedive’s initiative the pros- 
perity of the country is returning. In ancient 
times the wines of Mariout were celebrated 
throughout the ancient world, and at Kingi 
Mariout his Highness has succeeded in grow- 
ing forty feddans of excellent grapes. The 
barley of the country is famous and olives find 
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a congenial soil here. Now that the railway 
secures easy communication with Alexandria 
there 18 every reagon,to believe that the ancient 
prosperity of Mariout will return, and the first 
who recognised’ the potentialities of this 
Tenaissance was the Khedive, whose labours 
are now beginning to bear fruit, as the financial 
details of the railway, which we will deal with 
in another article, will amply prove.

THE YEMEN RISING. 


ACTIVITY OF THE REBELS. 


(From Our Own Corresponpent. ) 
Aden, July 9. 

Turkish deserters continne to come here 
lamenting their loss. In a previous letter I 
stated that Mellah district was captured by 
the rebels. Several days after the capture of 
this place, four battalions of Turkish troops 
arrived at Mellah from Faez Rudda and other 
places, only to find the place desolate. 

The rebels are reported to have taken by 
storm An Nadhira, a Turkish district about 
one day’s journey from the Turkish district 
Kataba, poorly garrisoned by Turkish troops, 
but after an engagement, they were dislodged, 
and fighting is still going on. Turkish rein- 
forcements have arrived infrom Kataba, Rudda 
and other places. The rebels are reported to 
number 4,000 strong. No details have yet been 
received, 

Some 150 Turkish troops left Kataba with 
ammunition to reinforce the garrison at Na- 
dhirra, before the arrival of the reinforcements. 
Before reaching Nathira, they were met 
by the rebels, who engaged the troops, 
plundered the ammunition, killing about 
80 from the troops and wounding about 40, 
the rest of the troops fled with the wounded 
to Kataba. 


FIRE IN CAIRO, 


On Tuesday morning a fire broke out in 
Sharia Mohamed Aly, Darb el Menaguemah, 
to which the Fire Brigade was called at 11.50 
a.m. On the call being given three steamers 
were immediately on the spot, which adjoins 
the fire station, and in spite of the powerful 
hold already obtained by the flames, com- 
batted the flames with great success consid- 
ering the extreme difficulty of the approaches 
and the low pressure obtainable fiom the 
hydrants. Such was the violence of the out- 
break, that two floors of the tenement house 
in which the fire originated were practically 
burnt out, and the firemen had all their work 
cut out to save the remainder of the house 
and limit the extent of the fire, which threat- 
ened to spread in the direction of the 
Police School at the back, in the vicinity of 
which was an establishment with a large store 
of inflammables : a corner of these premises, 
which were constructed of wood, had already 
caught fire, but was saved by prompt measures 
taken by the brigade. 
~<Enormous difficulty attended the suppression 
of the fire owing principally to the extreme 
difficulty ot access from the front, and the 
wind which caused a forced draught from the 
back in the open space surrounding the Police 
School. A steamer was placed in this open 
space and played on the burning building as 
well as the water pressure would permit: two 
other steamers in Sharia Mohamed Ali did 
their best, and after some three hotrs hard 
work the fire was got under control. The 
Brigade did excellent work and by their de- 
voted efforts saved almost the entire quarter 
from devastation, and they are to be congra- 
tulated on their perseverance and fearless 
energy in combating the flames. 

Fonr flats in the house where the fire broke 
out were completely gutted ; four other apart- 
ments were considerably damaged by heat 
and water, and when our representative visited 
the scene of the outbreak it was indeed one 
of devastation, with the approaches flooded by 
water in which were floating charred rafters 
and all the debris resulting from a fierce 
outbreak. ‘The outbreak is attributed to a 
kitchen chimney, but no reliable information 
is forthcoming in this respect. 


AMERICANS IN EGYPT. 


There are numbers of Armenians andS8yrians 
from the United States, who have settled in 
Egypt and other parts of the Ottoman Empire, 
after having obtained American citizenship. 
All of these will be affected by the new citizen- 
ship law which came into effect on July Ist. 

The provision of the new law which is re- 
sponsible for their worries is that reading as 
follows <— 

~ “When: any -naturalised citizen shall have 
resided “for “two yéars in a foreign State from 
which he came,. it shall be presumed that he 
has ceased to be an American citizen, and his 
place ‘of general abode shall be deemed his 
place of residence during the said years.” 

It is provided that such presumption may 
be overcome on the presentation of satisfactory 
evidence before a diplomatic or consular officer 
ot the United ‘Sttases, but thousands of these 
American citizens= born -in the Ottoman 
Empire, are fearful they will be unable to 
present “satisfactory” evidence within the 
meaning of the law. A large majority of them 
never intend to return to America, and as 
passports henceforth will be issued only within 
the confines of the United States, instead of at 
Embassies and consulates as heretofore, these 
“subjects” of Uncle Sam who have settled down 
to spend the afternoon of their lives-in the land 
of their birth are filled with eoncern lest the 
days of their American citizenship may be 
nearing a definite end. 

It would be conferring a genuine boon upon 
a large number of very worthy naturalised 


citizens who find it convenient for one reason,| 


or another to live in the:Levant, if the State 
Department at Washington would issue some 
kind of unambiguous statement covering their 
case. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


_——_ 


ALEXANDRIA MUNICIPALITY'S 
SCHEME: 


An interesting article appears in the June 
“Monthly Journal” of the British Chamber of 
Commerce for Egypt on weights and measures 
in Alexandria, in which the writer remarks 
that thanks to the provisions of the Capitula- 
‘tions, a Municipality in this country has no 
control over a European retailer’s weights and 
measures. It is true that if such a shopkeeper 
be found in the possession of false weights or 
measures he can be prosecuted in the Mixed 
Tribunals, but, as the maximum fine is only 
the nominal sum of £1, it is obvious that the 
penalty does not act asa deterrent. 

About two years ago, the Alexandria Muni- 
cipality, in consequence of the numerous com- 
plaints on the subject, decided to institute as 
an experiment a system of voluntary inspection 
under which retailers could have their weights 
verified by* the anthorities and certified as 
correct. This scheme was placed before the 
Ministry of the Interior who replied asking 
the Municipality rot to move further in the 
matter for the moment, as a much wider 
scheme was then under the consideration of 
the Government. The scheme is, apparently, 
still under consideration, for nothing tangible 
has been done during the intervening two 
years, and the Municipality has, therefore, 
decided not to wait any longer but to proceed 
on its own account. 

It is proposed to distribute thoroughout the 
town standard weights and measures (in 
kilogrammes okes and metres) which will be 
under the control of Municipality employés. 
The public will then be invited to have their 
purchases weighed or measured, as the case 
may be, with a view to checking the retailer’s 
figures. No charge will be made to the public 
provided the weight does not exceed 10 kilos, 
but, in order to protect the service against 
abuse, a charge of one millieme per kilo will 
be made for each kilo above ten. 

Another part of the scheme consists in the 
stamping of shopkeepers’ weights and measures, 
and the continued inspection of the same 
afterwards. Forthis purpose, in view ofthe Capi- 
tulations, it will be necessary for all retailers 
wishing to avail themselves of the privilege to 
sign an agreement authorizing the Municipal 
officials to enter their premises at all times to 
verify the weights. On this undertaking being 
given, the shopkeeper will be allowed to 
advertise the fact that his premises are under 
Municipal inspection so far as his weights and 
measures are concerned. The Stamping in the 
first instance will, probably, ‘be done free of 
charge. 

It is admitted that the scheme is only a 
tentative one, and is merely put forward by 
way of experiment. Although many difficulties 
may crop up, which at the present time cannot 
be foreseen, the idea seems to us to be a good 
one and a distinct step in the right direction. 
The success of the whole indertaking lies prac- 
tically in the hands of the public If the latter 
retuse to deal with shops not under Municipal 
inspection, it will not be long before many of 
the abuses at present prevalent will have 
entirely disappeared.

GHIZEH ZOOLOGICAL GARDENS. 


REPORT FOR 1906. 


A small Museum of Zoology has been 
started in connection with the Gardens, and is 
housed for the present in the old watchmen’s 
rooms in the north-east corner ofthe grounds, 
near the lion house and African aviary. The 
specimens are being arranged in two ‘series : 
for instruction and for research. 

Eventnally, it is hoped, 
arranged in three series : — 

Ist. For instruction to the general ‘public : 
every specimen exhibited should have its 
definite purpose, should be good of its kind, 
should have all available skill and care spent 
upon its preservation and method of exhibi- 
tion, and the number of specimens exhibit 
ed should be strictly limited according to the 
space available ; few things are so depressing 
to the ordinary visitor to a Museum, whether 
of natural history or other objects, as long 
series of exibits all, from his point of view, 
practically the same; this is particularly felt 
by that large number of visitors to Museums 
who can spare but a short time for their visit. 

2nd. For instruction to students, and all 
such other visitors who may have the time or 
inclination to see more than is provided by the 
first series of specimens. 

3rd. For study and research by natoralists’ 
working at the various branches ofzoology ; 


they may be 


this series should be large numerically, but 
stored in boxes or cabinets, which both on 
account of expense as well as convenience of 
access should occupy as small a space as‘is 
compatible with-their proper classification and 
preservation from-damp, insects etc. : 

No specimens should be admitted into the 
collection unless they fulfill‘one:of the follow- 
ing conditions. :— 

1st. Are of gach spectacular or oval interest 
that they are calculated to give ooular instruc:

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A COPHIC:-GRAMMAR: 


The Coptic Grammar of Father- A. Malton 
of the Sooiety of Jesus, 4 déseription of which 
was given in “ ‘The Egyptian Gazette ” some 
two years ago, has'met with such’ sticdess that 
a second edition has been called for;’and has 
just been published by the Imprimerie Catho- 
lique of Beyrout. The new edition does not 
differ very widely from its predecessor, but 
Pere Mallon has embodied all the corrections 
and valuable additions which Coptic scholars 
have in their reviews or by personal communi- 
cation suggested to him. The grammar and 
the supplementary Chrestomathy of specimens 
of Coptic literature is founded upon the 
Bobaric variant of the Coptic language, and to 
prevent confusion in the student’s mind be- 
tween its vocabulary and the Sahidic, every- 
thing concerning the latter has in. this edition 
been separated, and is printed. together in the 
portion of the Grammar treating of Morphology. 
For a full knowledge of the Sahidic, however, 
scholars will turn to the Coptic Grammar, of 
Steindorf, which ‘is based upon the Sahidic! 
The Chrestomathy of texts is in the new 
edition augmented by no less than 35. pages 


presenting the history of Joseph as contained. | 


in Exodns 39-44. This is given from a 
Paris manuscript, but that is carefully collat- 
ed with another at Rome, and all ‘ the 
variants given. For this comparison Pére 
Mallon is indebted to Professor M. J. Guidi, 
who has for the purpose devoted much 
time to this work in the Vatican library. The 
most praiseworthy portion of the supplement 
to the grammar is the splendid bibliography 
extending to over 50 pages and referring to 
every treatise, essay and monogrraph upon 
every dialect of Coptic ; this is undoubtedly 
the most complete catalogue of Coptic studies 
in existence. In cases where an “editio princeps” 
of great importance is specified, such as the 
“Acta Pauli” of Carl Schmidt at Heidelberg, 
the most important reviews of the edition are 
also enumerated. This bibliography indicates 
the existence of Coptic manuscripts in out of- 
the-way places, inaccessible to European. stit- 
dents. Forinstance, it appears that a long Coptic 
papyrus containing the laws and rules govern- 
ing the great monastery of Saint Phoibanon at 
Jémé is now in the Museum of the University 
of Kazan. Whilst the grammar is principally 
one for the Boharic dialect, specimens of texts 
in other versions are given, and are excellently 
arranged for the purpose of comparison. Thus, 
part of the 5th chapter of Zachariah is printed 
in the Sahidic and Achminic as well as Boharic ; 
Isaiah 1 in the latter and in Sahidic and 
Fayoumic are provided, whilst portions of 
Isaiah 23 are given in Boharic and Memphitic. 
A vocabulary of all Sahidic words to be found 
in the specimen texts of that dialect printed 
in the Grammar is provided, as well as the 
very complete Boharic dictionary printed as 
accompaniment to the Grammar. 

Whilst it is reasonable to suppose that the 
richest part of the harvest of Egyptian, Greek 
and Latin papyri has now been gathered, 
there can be no doubt but that thousands of 
Coptic manuscripts will yet be discovered in 
Egypt, preserved in the ruins of old houses or 
in the cemeteries of Christian Egypt, and 
anyone desiring to acquire an adequate know- 
ledge of Coptic to edit and study the new 
texts, which will certainly in many cases 
embody most valuable literature, cannot do 
better than master Pére Mallon’s - excellent 
grammar.

The father of one of these young men had 
been a celebrated Egyptologist: and had de- 
voted himself particulary to searching for 
He had recon- 
struoted the blank page in Egyptian history 
after a theory of his own, which the son 
proved a correct one, though it had been 
igreatly scoffed. at, and he had also recon- 
structed the language of ancient Kamt, and 
this he taught to his son and his son’s 
friend, together with the ‘hieroglyphic and 
‘euneiform writings of the ancient Egyptians. 
He spent his life in these researches and 
passed a rich heritage of knowledge to his 
son. By means ol an ancient papyrus left 
‘him: by his: father the son locates the newer 
‘kingdom of the anciefit people and finally 
enters into its wonders and . glories with 
his friend. 

Knowledge of the language and of man- 
ners and customs stands the.adventurers in 
good stead. The yonng Egyptologist persna- 
ded the people of Kamt that he has beeu 
sent to rule among them: by the great god 
Ra himself. He becomes engaged to marry 
the widowed Queen of Kamt, but falls in 
love with a pritieess, her niéce. Bat one 
must go to the book itself for the story, 
whieh is of absorbing interest and worked 
ont with such a cleverness of detail that 
it seems as real as some of the romances 
of Jules Verne. There are gorgeous descrip- 
tions of fétes and festivals and _ sacrifices, 
the stately pageantry of ancient Egypt pas- 
ses in all iis solemn glory before the men- 
tal vision, and every page is full of color. 
Scarcely since Flaubert have ancient people 
been so realistically pictured (Dodd, Mead 
and Co.

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SUDAN PROGRESS. 


R. SLATIN) INTERVIEWED. 


SIR 


Reuter's representative has had an_ inter- 
view with General Sir Rudolf Slatin (Inspector- 
(ieneral of the Sudan), who is on a short 
visit to this country. 

Speaking of the position in the Sudan he 
said: “The position of affairs is entirely 
satisfactory, financially and _ politically. The 
revenue shows an annial increase, and this 
without having recourse to increased taxation. 
In fact, on the contrary, we are trying our 
best to reduce taxes where possible. 

The people generally are satisfied, and if, 
as sometimes happens, new laws have to be 

- enacted'which go against their traditions, they 
realise that they are for the public good, and 
cheerfully snbmit. 

One of the most important signs in the 
Sudan is the remarkable increase of popnla- 
tion, and by this I do not mean the removal 
of people from other regions, but the great 
inerease in the number of children, which is 
a most hopeful sign for the future of the 
country. ‘The people“are:most anxious to have 
their children educated, and: a satisfactory 
proof of their confidence is that they are 
sending so many that the applications are 
more numerons than our schools are able to 
accept. The Gordon College is already bear- 
ing good fruit, as the Government is being 
supplied there with land surveyors, ec.” 

Dealing with the native situation, Sir Rudolf 
said: “The tribes are peaceful. Of course, 
inter-tribal questions and jealousies arise when 
it is necessary for the Government to keep 
cder ; but there is nothing to give rise to any 
anxiety. With regard to the Senussi movement, 
this has very little influence in the Sudan. It 
has a certain weight in Egypt, but it is chiefly 
in Darfar and the west. In the Sudan it is 
practically nil.” 

Asked about the recent manifestation of the 
Pan-Islamie movement, Sir Rudolf said that 
it was a very dificult question to discuss, but 
added that he did not consider the people of 
Egypt or the Sudan were fanatical. 

“One must always remember,” he added, 
“that they belong to a different religion from 
our own, and that in Egypt, particularly people 
who are discontented with the Government, are 
always ready to use their religion to stir up 
the population against their rulers.” 

On the subject’ of general development 
Sir Rudolf Slatin said : 

“New commescial stations have been opened, 
one leading to the Blue Nile and one on 
the Baro, and trade is beginning to flow 
from Abyssinia to the Sudan by this means. 
Of course, at the beginning it is slow, but 
great «development may be looked for. We 
are on good terms with the Abyssinians, 
although occasionally there is tronble with 
raiders who are outlaws in Abyssinian  ter- 
ritory. 

“As regards water communication, we are 
improving the rivers in every way we can. 
We continue to clear the sudd, and dredgers 
have been ordered for deepening the chan- 
nels, The Atbara-Port Sudan Railway is 
working most. satisfactorily, and trade along 
this route is increasing, 

“ We are now engaged in building a bridge 
over the Blue Nile at Khartoum and extend- 
ing the railways through the fertile country 
between the White and Blue Niles. 

“There is no necessity to construct a rail- 
way connecting the Sudan with Uganda while 
there is a splendid waterway to’ Gondokoro. 
We must, of course, have a line of communica- 
tion from north to south, but there is no 
necessity for a Cape to Cairo railway on this 
section while we have better and cheaper 
transit by boat.” 

“With regard to motor traffic in the far 
uway districts of Bahr-el-Ghazal and Southern 
Kordofan, roads are being made and improved 
so that motor lorries can be employed.” 

Concerning the situation at the Lado 
Enclave, Sir Rudolf said that the relations 
between the Anglo-Egyptian and Congo Free 
State Governments were friendly, as the latter 
had evacuated the territory claimed by the 
former. (‘Financial News.”) 


“TO EMPIRE VIA DENSHAWATI.” 


(From The New Age.) 


Just about a year ago a party of British offi- 
cers got mixed up ina village row at Denshawai, 
in Egypt. They had gone to amuse themselves 
by shooting pigeons, the domesticated pigeons 
of the villagers, and had apparently not been 
careful to get permission. By accident an 
Egyptian woman got wounded, the officers 
were mobbed and lost their heads, two of them 
ran for help while three were beaten by the 
crowd, and one of those who ran dropped 
dead. , 

Now it does, not need a very profound 
knowledge of the psychology of the British 
officer to recognise in this incident all his 
characteristic bravado and stupidity. The 
officers had not taken the trouble to either 
understand the.language or the humanity of 
the villagers, who were treated as creatures of 
another species. 

Consequéntly at the first sign of the break- 
down of the formal nexus of behaviour which 
enables the British officer to communicate with 
the Egyptian village, the officers were hope- 
lessly bewildered, lost their heads and gave 
way to panic. 

Had ‘there been anyone at headquarters to 
put the matter right by a stiff reprimand, 
matters would have been no more serious than 
a schoolboy’s row with a gamekeeper. But 
apparently those at headquarters got even 
more panic-stricken than the officers, and 
without the excuse of the hubbub and turmoil 
ofa riot, gave fanatic orders for arrest and 
trial of the riotous villagers 

As a result four men were hanged, and eight 
men were flogged and some imprisoned. 

On the face of it, this story sounds incredi- 
ble ; one imagines there must be something 
more behind it. ‘That something more, accord- 
ing to Lords Cromer and Grey, is an Egyptian 
National movement which has to be sternly 
suppressed. 

Bat.even granting that there is an Egyptian 
Nationalist movement, is there any evidence 
at all that the mobbing of some stupid men at 
Denshawai had anything to do with it ?In 
fact, there is no justification whatsoever for 
this belief, there are no reasons, only motives, 
and the motives are those of bewildered fear. 

Now, even ‘if Denshawai were a separate 
incident, it would be a very. serious matter to 
recognisethat our administration in Egypt is 
so fatally wrong-headed. Whatever other con- 
clusions we may draw, it is at least certain that 
out administrators,do not understand the 
temperament of the people they are governing. 

The question becomes, have they made any 
effort to understand ? How many, for instance, 
of those officials who are thrown into contact 
with the people of the country can understand 
their language or are versed in the etiquette 
of their social life ? 

In South Africa many Boers keep their hats 
on their heads when they enter aroom and 
expectorate at leisure on the carpet. This 
conduct would be considered a little ontré in 
London. 

Is it not perhaps possible our officials trans- 
gress in an equally serious manner? Is there, 
indeed, any adequate -provision to prevent 
such possible offences ? The shooting of domes- 
ticated pigeons does not sound asif there were. 

'The matter, however, is by no means confin- 
ed to the one incident. The Denshawai picnic 
is diagnostic of’ the most serious imperial 
disease—ccmplacent failure to understand. 
One can parallel it almost detail for detail in 
the incidents which occurred before the late 
Natal campaign ; the failure to understand, 
the refusal to try to understand, the sudden 
panic of minor officials spreading up into the 
central administration ; the harsh measures of 
retribution, the imagination of a big national- 
ist “Ethiopian” movement. All these things 
were parts of the Richmond incident which 
precipitated the Natal campaign. 

If an administration will only go on irritat- 
ing a people, whom it does not understand, 
long enough, if it will only go on telling them 
they are dangerous traitors nursing nationalist 
dreams, that people will come to believe and 
act upon the Government’s suggestions. The 
question finally is one of the possibility of 
avoiding this kind of stupidity.

Can we understand and co-operate with - the 
Egyptian people and with the other alien races 
within our boundaries? If we are to do so it 
will need a’ very much greater effort to under- 
stand, andit will mean that our administrators 
shall be really compelled to study the lan- 
guage, habits, and customs of the people 
amongst whoin they are going at first hand. 
And this means in all probability the scrapping 
of a good deal of our upper-class public school- 
boy machinery in favour of a school-board 
polytechnic-eduvated human being. 

The time, indeed, may not be far distant 
when we shall be compelled to insist on the 
public-school coming up to a decent edu- 
cational standard. 

From the national point of view that is, 
and not their class point of view. When 
one reads in the Blue books that in the 
Denshawai hangings and floggings. “all pos- 
sible humanity was-shown,” and “the arran- 
gements reflected great-credit on all con- 
cerned,” and then parallel this with a 
quotation from the’ Natal ‘shooting’ corres- 
pondence where a clergyman of the Church 
of England certifies that the men were shot 
“with the utmost humanity,” it is clear 
that the disease. is deep-seated. 

Unless our administrators can’ realise that. 
other’ races and ‘classes are ‘hitman beings, 
and oan understand them as human beings, 
there is no future for our Empire, : 

Meanwhile there..are some -Denshawai 
natives still in prison. We. have made them 
our enemies, that is the worst of stupidity, 


but there is no’ reston:-why-they should be 
kept there any longer. 

We are glad to see that a petition signed 
by Egyptian notables was presented to the 
Khedive on June 28; the anniversary of the 
“hanging” incident; and we hope that the 
petition will be supported by questions in 
the House of Commons,

TRADE WITH EGYPT. | 

It was hoped at one time, says the “Monthly 
Journal” of the British Chamber of Commerce 
for Egypt, that the financial crisis through 
which we are passing would not affect to any 
appreciable extent this branch of the import 
trade, piece goods dealers, as a rule, being 
free from any desire to purchase stocks and 
shares ; but the suspension of the Cases di 
Sconto has quite dissipated that hope, as this 
establishment appears to have been in ditect 
financial relation with varions firms interested 
in the trade. Business during the month of 
June has been extremely quiet. A few small 
sales of cheap goods may have been made; a 
few orders for the season may have been 
booked: and that is about all that can be 
reported. No revival is likely to take place 
until the present uneasiness and want of con- 
fidence have passed away. 


PLAGUE IN INDIA. 


The following mortality following the out- 
break of plague in India is shown by figures 
furnished by the India Office in reply to a 
parliamentary question. 

In 1896 there were 1,704 deaths, but in 
the following year the record leaped to 
56,000. 

For two years the rate of increase was 
almost as heavy up to 1900, when there was 
a lull, But it was only temporary. 

During 1904 over a million deaths were 
recorded, and this year, for the first five 
months, the appalling total is 991,003. 

Since 1896 five and in half million deaths 
have occurred.

AGRICULTURAL. MACHINERY. 
The following particulars of the importa- 
tion of agricultural machinery into\Egypt are 
given by the “ Bulletin” of the International 
Chamber of Commerce at Cairo. For some 


‘] years the importation of agricultural machin- 


ery into Egypt has shown a remarkable deve- 
lopment, as the figures below will prove — 


1902 LE. 54,305 
1903 » 88,509 
1904 » 103,380 
1905 » 116,986 
1906 » 204,640 


In 1906 the imports were derived as follows: 
—United Kingdom, LE. 184,223; Switzer- 
land, L.E. 21,96t; Germany, L.E. 11,824; 
America, L.E. 11,489; France, LE. 3,800; 
other countries, L.E. 1,387. Egypt is essential- 
ly an agricultural comtry, and the Sudan 
appears likely to become one, so in the near 
future trade in agricultural machinery is bound 
to develop still more. At the present time in 
Egypt out of an’area of nine million feddans 
only six millions are under crop, the remaining 
three millidn feddans will be cultivated when 
the schemes of irrigation drawn up by the 
Government have been realised. 

Schemes are also on foot for largely increas- 
ing the agricultural resources of the Sudan, 
and this will naturally lead to a large demand 
for the necessary implements. The work of 
education of the peasants is being carried 
out by means of agricultural exhibitions .or- 
ganised by the Khedivial Agricultural Society.

TRADE IN THE LEVANT. 


OUR RIVALS. IN TURKEY. 

“Trade with Turkey” was the subject of an 
address given at a special meeting of the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce last week by Mr. 
A. T. Waugh, British Consul at Constantino- 
ple. The President (Sir Albert Spicer, M.P.) 
explained that Mr. Waugh was present, in 
accordance with the comparatively recent but 
excellént idea of the Foreign Office and the 
Board of Trade that British commercial repre- 
sentatives abroad should, when in this country, 
pay visits to the more important commercial 
centres for the purpose of consultation with 
business men. Mr. Waugh said that fifty years 
ago our manufacturers and merchants had no 
rivals in Turkey, but now only 37 per cent. of 
the total imports of that country were British. 
We ought to do better. The Turks were chang- 
ing their ideas and habits. What we called 
civilisation was creeping in. They were learn- 
ing to use foreign goods, only slowly at. pre- 
sent, but the change might become rapid. 
German trade with Turkey was growing very 
fast, thanks to subsidised steamships,- the 
establishment of banks, the building of rail- 
ways, and other means) The Germans were 
sparing no efforts to-sécrre Turkish trade, of 
the value of which they were fully convinced. 
Italians, too, were making great commercial 
progress in the Sultan’s dominions. It would 
be worth our while to learn from these 
competitors, and we must do so if we 
wanted even to hold oar own. For one thing he 
personally desired co-operation ; that was the 
school opened in Constantinople two years ago 
to educate the sons of British parents. The 
béys were being specially trained for business 
lifein Turkey, and of course they learned to 
read and write the native language, an accom- 
plishment of which most foreign residents were 
extremely ignorant. The school was a tardy 
attempt to do for Britain what every other 
Great Power had already done in Turkey— 
foster a resident colony of its subjects. As for 
the 3 percent, which the Macedonian Agree- 
ment permitted the Sultan to add to the im- 
port duties, the effect would not be great. 
Turkey, being the. only Free Trade country 
apart from our own, would take all the foreign 
goods she wanted, whether the duties were 
8 or 11 per cent. 


CHIEF RABBI’S HINT TO SCOTLAND. 


Dr. Adler, Chief Rabbi of the United He- 
brew congregations of Great Britain, ‘has 
been paying an official visit to Scotland, 
and, according to the “Scottish Review,” he 
administered one or two hard’ knocks.¢ 

Referring to the General Assemblies, Dr. 
Adler said it grieved him to read about mis- 
sions to convert the Jews in face of the 
terrible amount of vice and drunkenness and 
irreligion prevailing among their own co-reli- 
gionists and fellow citizens. Surely there was 
sufficient work for these minister to do 
without attempting the conversion of the 
Jews; an& surely they ought to know what 
enormous sacrifice Jews in Scotland were 
making to preserve houses of prayer.
